Plant  your  trees  15  to  18  inches  deep  on  light 
soil;  12  to  15  inches  in  heavy  soil;  pack  the  ground 
firm  around  the  roots  so  the  wind  wont  loosen  the 
tree,  never  pack  the  last  couple  of  shovels  of  dirt 
you  put  on,  this  causes  the  ground  to  bake  and  ex- 
cludes air  from  the  ground  causing  trouble  in  get- 
ting trees  to  grow.  It  is  a good  plan  to  mulch  your 
trees  heavy  as  soon  as  you  set  them.  Remove  the 
mulching  three  or  four  times  a year  and  loosen  up 
the  ground  around  the  tree,  two  or  three  incher 
deep.
